6. Claims 1,3,5,6,8,10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Crespo et al (5,173,923). 

Crespo et si discloses a CDMA spread spectrum communication system in which a 
plurality of unique PN code are assigned to each transmitter and the information signals are 
spread and despread using the assigned unique PN codes. (See abstract and col.2, lines 13-54) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2,4,7,9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Akazawa et al is cited to show a spread spectrum communication device comprising a 
plurality of PN code generator. 

Salehi shows a spread spectrum communication in which each transmitter is assigned a 
unique code to modulate its corresponding stream and a receiver tuned to that unique code 
detecting the data symbols impressed on the short pulses by the associated transmitter.
